leven Refolutions were pafs'd in this 
Council: By the firft, they return moft humble 
Thanks to his Majefty, for the Zeal he has continued 
to thew for the Publick Weal, and expofing himfelf 
to Danger for the Good of his Subjects. The fe- 
cond approves all the Acts pafs’d in his Majefty’s Ab- 
fence by the Bftates of the Repmblick ; anmuls all the 
Treaties made by the adverfe Faction ; and declares 
Staniflans and his Adherents to have incurr’d the Pe- 
nalty provided by the Laws againft {ach as Ufurp 
the Throne. The 3d and ath relate to the Army of 
the Kingdom, and the Council of the Treafury, 
which laft have full Power given them to fill up the 
Number of the Troops authoriz’d by the Ads re- 
gifired in the Archives, to 36000 Men, viz, 12000 
folith Horfe, and 24000 Foot and Dragoons, whom 
they are to take Care to pay, and are alfo to provide 
for the Charge of the Artillery. The 5th relates to 
the Commiffion of certain Deputies. The 6th and 
qth regulace the Taxes and Impofts for maintaining 
the Army. The &th empowers the Treafarers and 
Commiffioners of Poland and Lithuania, to cans} 
Silver Money to be coin’d, of the fame Weight and 
Scandard as that of the Neighbouring States. The 
gth ratifies the Alliance offenflive and defenfive con- 
cluded with the Czar of Mufcovy,and empowers Gom- 
miffioners to receive the Fortrefs of Bialacerkiew and 
other Places of Ukrania that dre to be reftor'd. The 
‘soth and 11th order the Payment of divers Sums for 
veimburfing the Ambaffadors of the Republick, the 
Deputies of the Army, and the Marthal of the Com 


federacy, the Charges they kave been at. Thefe
